“The rate of dutv on raw wools of all 
classes was chenged from a specific duty 
of 11 cents a pound to 20 per cent ad 
valorem. On the average for the import- 
ations for the last two years this is a 
reduction from 47.24 per cent to 20 per 
cent. Rates on cloths were reduced in 
the bill from the present average of 97.27 
per cent to 40 per cent, and on wearing 
apparel from 81.31 per cent to 45 per 
cent. The bill was defeated in the Senate 
and so was a substitute introduced as a 
protection measure. The proposed sub- 
stitute fixed the duty on raw wool, first 
class, at 40 per cent, and on a second 
class of carpet wools at 10 per cent, and 
on cloths at 60 per cent, and on: wearing 
fopparel at the same rate. 

“On reconsideration, a compromise 
measure was passed by the Senate, which 
was a compromise between the House 
bill and the Senate substitute bill, and 
in which the rate on first class wool-was 
fixed at 35 per cent, on carpet wools 10 
per cent, and on cloths and wearing ap- 
parel 55 per cent. In conference between 
the two houses the rate on all classes of 
raw wool was fixed at 29 per cent, this 
being an increage on carpet wools of 9 
per cent, as fixed in the House bill, and 
of 19 per cent as fixed in the Senate bill.

If he will not reform him- 
self, he 1s to be helped to reform himself. 


The advertiser who utters, the agent who dissem- 
inates, the publisher who prints, lying and fraudulent 
advertisements must go. 


Upwards of 2000 advertising men gathered at the 
Boston convention of the Associated Advertising Clubs 
of America have so declared themselves. They are 
committed to that platform. The advertising men of 
the country, through their delegates, their official and 
unofficial representatives, im number exceeding 2000, 
affirm that this is the dominant issue in advertising to- 
day. It is a case of “clean house’ all along the line,— 
not because conditions are so bad, but because they 
might be so much better. 4 


It is not necessary for PRINTERS INK to reiterate 
the message to those who were at Boston, for there were 
no deaf mutes there. But for the benefit of those at a 
distance, those prevented from attending the greatest 
gathering of acvertising men ever known and those 
not yet identified with the movement, the message must 
be conveyed in the most emphatic terms possible.

SUEZ CANAL TRAFFIC 
SHOWS INCREASE IN 
BRITAIN'S TONNAGE

LONDON—A parliamentary paper just 
issued gives returns of the traflic of the 


|Suez canal for the years 1908, 1909 and 


' 
| 1910. 

From this it appears that the net ton 
nage for 1910 showed an increase 
1,174,371 tons as tompared with that of 
1909. and of 2,948,615 tons as compared 
with that of 1908. In like manner the 
gross receipts have steadily increased 
from 108,452,235 francs in 1908, to 120.. 
642.677 francs in 1909, and finally to 130, 
536,547 france in 1910, the highest sum 
ever recorded. 

The number of vessels passing through 
the canal has also steadily increased, 
from 3795 in 1908 to 4239 in 1909 and 
4533 in 1910. Of these totals vessels 


of 


in the net tonnage of British vessels, and 
a decrease in the net tonnage of German 
vessels, while that of the ships of the 
other maritime nations remained practi- 
cally stationary. 

As regards the merchandise carried 
through the canal, the past year showed 
an increase of 2,500,000 tons over the 
year preceding it; the greatest increase 
in any particular branch of merchandise 


which increased by 650,000 tons. 

During the past year 76,854 troops 
passed through the canal, an increase of 
6710 on the figures for 1909. Probably 
the ¢ampaign in the Yemen was largely 
responsible for this increase, the rise in 
the number of Turkish troops passing 
through the canal being out of all pro- 
portion to the increasesjir. the numbers of 
the troops of all other'nationalities. 

In 1910 also 128,171 civilian passengers 
were recorded as passing through the 
canal, an incfease of 11,916 on the figures 
for 1909,

Some of the occurrences at the Chicago 
aviation field during the week have been of 
a character well calculated to arrest a too- 
impetuous public thought with relation to 
aviation. One might get the impression, off- 
hand, that aviation is no more dependable 
now than it was at the beginning, and this 
despite the fact that marvelous progress has 
been made in the development of the aero- 
plane. What is deplorable in the present 
situation is that in the haste to enjoy the fruits of aerial locomotion 
the genius of the inventor and the skill of the mechanic have been 
outdistanced by the will to adventure and hazard, in response to 
the popular demand for the spectacular. 

It is the appetite of the crowd for excitement on the one hand 
and the craving for profits and applause on the other that are 
mainly responsible for undue risks with aeroplanes. One, of the 
most daring and successful of the aviators has just stated publicly 
that those engaged in professional fiying will take desperate risks 
rather than appear to lack courage. MHe.intimates that an aviator 
will make an ascent contrary to his judgment simply because the 
concourse at the meet expects him to do so, would be disappointed 
if he did not, and might pronounce him a coward. 

It is often questionable whether men, machines or conditions 
are in anything like proper readiness for an aviation meet. But 
the ground has been chosen, the prizes have been named, the attrac- 
tions have been announced, the crowd has been collected, the receipts 
are enormous, the expectancy is intense; the show must go on. 
Commercialism and the insatiable popular demand for excitement 
will permit of little delay and no, postponement. 

Yet, so far as the practical progress of aviation is concerned, 
little or nothing is gained by the holding of great flying exhibitions. 
The men who are giving the most intelligent and constant thought 
to the development of the aeroplane are not in sympathy with them. 
Such competitions give only a relatively unimportant test of the 
quality of the machines; they disturb rather than strengthen public 
confiden¢e in the practical utility of flying. Aviation, to be success- 
ful in the fullest sense, must be something more than a pastime, 
something more than a contest. A cross-country trip such as Mr. 
Atwood is now engaged in will do more to raise the aeroplane 
to the rank of the locomotive, the steamship and the automobile, 
as a means of transportation, than scores of spectacular exhibitions. 
Rational demonstrations of advancement in construction and nav- 
igation are to be encouraged, but the tendency toward recklessness, 
toward satisfying a mere desire for risk at any cost, should be 
summarily checked. This country and this age are not seeking, 
and should not have thrust upon them, anything that savors of the 
brutalities of the ancient Roman holiday. 


Aviation 


Should Be 
Controlled 


One of the latest foreign critics of the 
United States takes the position that Amer- 
icans are not deep thinkers. They are in 
too much of a hurry, he holds, to give proper 
and serious thought to matters demanding 
profound contemplation. The purpose of 
the highest education in this country, he 
alleges, seems to be to produce conversation- 
alists rather than thinkers. The American 
people are not even practical. The American 
universities are not doing their duty; if they were there would be 
less political corruption. | | 

Why have American politics become so corrupt? he asks. It 
is, he declares, becausé the men of finer grade have stood aside. 
And they have stood aside partly, at any rate, because of their 
education. It is vital to any nation that its best minds should be 
fully and firmly trained; the result of higher education can be 
seen in the life of a nation. The method adopted in the United 
States was wrong; it is something to be avoided abroad. It was 
wrong because it was an attempt to fill the mind with information 
on all branches’of modern knowledge, and it ends by producing 
a most ludicrous incapacity for real thinking. “I do not mean 
to say that a man who has been in an American university is unable 
to think straight or deeply but,” says the critic, “the system 
of higher education in the United States makes it more unlikely 
than elsewhere that a capacity for real thinking should be developed.”

Now, it seems to us unnecessary to go into any “ery. deep 
thinking to show where this critic is mistaken. We believe he is 
mistaken in his premise, in assuming that politics are more corrupt 
in the United States than in other countries. He may be justified 
in thinking so from all he saw and heard during a brief visit to 
the United States. He read of tremendous efforts being made to 
reform local, state and national politics. He found that public men 
and: public measures were subjected to the most searching scrutiny, 
the most scathing criticism. He saw that public officials were held 
up to scorn and opprobrium, that denunciation was heaped alike 
upon commission and omission. Not understanding the situation, 
he took it for granted that the country was plunging into cor- 
ruption when, as a matter of fact, the country was rapidly emerging 
from it. | 

No transient foreign visitor could .be expected to understand 
that offenses here which a few years ago were regarded as trivial 
and excusable have become heinous and intolerable. No transient 
visitor could readily understand that conditions that were winked 
at in-this country twenty-five years ago would be impossible today. 
Yet, this 1s a fact. We venture to say that in no great country 
on earth has the conscience of the public become more sensitive 
to wrongdoing than4n the United States within the last ten years. 

Universities have done their share in educatipg public opinion 
to the point where it is impatient of political immorality. The 
course of university men in public station, from the presidency 
down, is some refutation of the immature judgment of the critic 
in question. We feel that the United States ought to have credit 
for serious thinking in these latter. years—for thinking seriously 
enough to have revolutionized the old and bad order in politigs 
and to have substituted for it, in some measure, a new and a gebd 
order, and one that promises to be lasting as well as righteous. 
This latest critic, as it were, visited the country on its wash day.

The Senate had passed one of 
the old-fashioned, offhand franchise meas- 
ures, of which the Birmingham Water, Light 
& Power Company was to be the beneficiary. The bill was evidently 
drawn as that corporation would have it, but the House, which 
yave six hours to its consideration and amendment, literally tore 
the original provisions to pieces. Both parties were equally bent 
upon securing the people in their rights without regard to the interests 
of a private company. 

The latter in the Senate bill had been given a fifty-year lease 
of the river power privileges; the House cut this down to twenty- 
five years, making it conditional on the payment by the corporation 
to the government of $1 per horsepower annually. The measure 
was amended, also, so that the corporation must sell power direct 
to the consumer. Under, this provision it cannot farm out its priv- 
ileges. Moreover, the amentled bill leaves it quite uncertain as 
to whether the Birmingham Water, Light & Power Company shall 
enjoy the privileges at all, since the secretary of war is instructed 
fto_rall for bids, and is allowed the Option of granting the franchise 
to any responsible bidder.

All 
must be treated alike, on an equitable basis, and where there is 
doubt the public interest and not the interest of an individual, a 
corporation or a combination, must receive first consideration. 

This is starting out upon a sound and sate policy. It would 
have been better, perhaps, had it been inaugurated earlier, bh 
adoption now is not too late. The salvage promises to be immense 
and all the more valuable because the people have learned how to 
take care of it. j

It is easier to readjust the || 
small and simple than the large and com- || 
plicated system to innovations and improve- 
ments; it is generally less costly. Take, for 
example, the matter of introducing into the public schools instruc- 
tion in home economics. The word “science” is often loosely 
employed in this and in other connections. What the girls of the 
schools of Carbondale, Ill, a thriving agricultural and industrial 
community, are being taught at present, in connection with their 
regular studies, is simply how they may become useful housewives. 
It: did not cost much to equip the schools of Carbondale for 
instruction in the domestic arts. Five hundred dollars would be 
an outside figure. With this start, however, the girls are being 
taught sewing, cooking, housekeeping in general. At present about 
250 girls are taking instruction along these lines. Certain questions 
were recently put, which the girls were expected to answer in 
writing. Seventy had answered up to the time the report was made. 
One of the questions was: “Do you help more or less with the 
home work since you have had the work at school?” Forty-four 
of the girls answered that they helped more, fifteen that they helped 
as formerly, and three that they did not help at all.‘ Another 
question was: “What work in life do you now think you would 
like after you finish school?” Out of forty-four answers, one girl 
wished to be an author, one a milliner, one an actress, two music 
teachers, one a trained nurse, four stenographers, two missionaries, 
five domestic arts teachers and twenty-two to be housekeepers in 
their own homes. Mothers, on application, bore cheerful testimony 
to the fact that since their daughters had been receiving instruction 
in household work in the schools they had been far more helpful
